Midnight Blaze Bupposed to Have Been

VESTROYS MANY TONS OF FROZEN WATER

Mnildinge Are n Totnl Loss, huat
Were Partinlly Insured Fire
Depnrtment s Almaost
Helpless,

Last night shortly before midnight the

large fve houses of Mulholland & Nicholas,
loeated  neny  the Northwestern  round
houses, about three miles north of Coun-
ell Bluffs, caught fire and were totally de-
stroyed. The contents was the property of
Gus Hunrlchs,

The blaze was first detectell by Watthman
Fred Schlemann, who hak charge of the
plant. 1t eprang up from one corner of the
bullding upon the outslide and was evidently
of Incendiary orvigin, Water was carried in
buckets from the pearest well, but the blaze
hl galned such headway that the ¢ffort Lo
savo the bullding was futile, Tu a very few
miuutes the whole structure was a Inass
of flames, The fire departinent In Counctl
Riufts was called and made the long run,
but owing to the fact that the lce houscs
are outside the fire disirict nothlng was
avallable but the chemdeal. In about an
houy thoe buildings wers a complete wreck.

The flames leaped from the main bulld-
Ings to the home of Schlemann and made
short work of it. Nearly ail of the watch-
man's housebold goods were earrled out into
the yard, but the greater portlon of them
were also consumed, A spudl stream from
the chemlcal aaved a few artleles,

The bulldings were owned by Ofeer Pusey
and are covered by a emall amount of In-

gurduee, The loss on the buildings will be
In the opeighborhood of $1.600. They con-
tuloed nearly 4,000 tons of lee, much of
which will prove a total loss. The esti-
mated loss upon the contents will approxi-
mute $5.000, Watchman Schlemann thinks

Judge Woolson Ends o Case that Hns
Attrnected Moeh Attention.
Clerk Stendman of the United States court
yeaterday recelved from Judge Woolsan his
oplnion in the pase of the First National bank
of Plattamouth, Neb,, agalnst Neatty Wood-
rum and others. The caee has been pending
in the federal court for nearly a year and
has exelted some Interest In Premont county,
where the Woadrums have lived for many
veure, The oplnion sustains all of the clalms

of the Nebraskn bank.

Mrs, Woodrum, the defendant, is the widow
of Washington Woodrum, In 1856 Woodrum
secured a United States title to three elghty-
acre tracts of land in Fremont county. He
dled o 1859, leaving a widew and nine chil-
dren, The property pasged to the children, e
widow having a Mfe Intercat. One of
sons, Wilson Woodrum, acquived
deeds from the other helrs and bieame the
sole owner of the entire property, subject Lo
his mother’s inteérest,

Wilson Woodrum beeame Indebted to the
plainti® bank $2,400 and also owed a Sidney,
I, firm $3.600. The latter claim was sued
and collected by attachment and Wooilrum's
title pareed by sherifl's eale to, the Sliney
firmn.  To protect its interest the Plattemonth
bank pald the Sldney firm 33,500 and re-
celved a deed to the properiy, and later
finding an opportunity to sell two of the
plghty-nere tracts, secured [rom Mrs, Neatty
Woodrum, the widow, a quit claim deed, on
condition that she be permitted to retain
entire peseession and enjoyment of the other
elghty during her lifetlme, instead of one-
third Interest in all three elghtles. Mrs,
Woodrum later, Lowever, assumed to deed
the eighty acres she occupled to a son, Allen
Woodrum, and the wife of Wilson Woodrum,
and the bank was compelled to eue Lo have
these conveyances set aslde and its own title
to the clghty established.

Judge Woolson sets axide the deeds exe-
outed by Mrs. Woodrum and her family and
nulets the title of the bank.
